At the Academy fmmedistely alter
the long recess Wednesday noon Prof.
Uharles M. Jarvis of the State Agri-
cultural coliege al Storrs spoke o the
Beautiful, Prof.
Jarvis arrived at noon and wis met by
Lieonfiry ©, Smith, who took him to the
Aczdemy on his arrival. Prof. Jarvis
sald, in order (o beautifly a olly, every-
one must fesl the responsibliity and
take part in the work They musi not
let the burden fall en a few willing
workers, but must co-operato wilh
them. He said he wished that every
Academy student should wear & Nor-
wich, the Oty Beautiful, pln, which
can be procured for 10 cents. 1f every
one of the 450 students should plant
Just one tree and care for If, the city
would be greatly improved. These ef-
forts snould not be Ilmited oniy to the
home, but elsewhers. Uare should be
thken In first planting & tree, but after
| thas started to grow well (L does not
need o much care. The soll should
be frmly packed around the roots of
the tree on setting it out, and during
the first weason il should be watersd.
The professor's first inlerest in gare-
dening was aroused away back In his
early school deys. His school tekcher
had each of the pupils bring & half
eggshell in which they planted a “gar.
den” This minlatore garden aroused
the professor’s interest, and since that
time he has been greatly interested in
the beautifying of cities.

Prof. Jarvis wspoke twice at the
Academy, first addressing the puplis
assemblad Ip the upper reom and then
In the lower room. He had the close
attention of gil who listened to him,
showing both by thelr manner and
their clieers that they were In sim-
pathy with the suggestions that they
were making., Principel Tirreill made
an applicntion of the talk right on the
spot, as he reminded the Academy
students (hat they could begin In lhe
clenn-up idea by looking after the
siray papers which might be kept in
4 disorderly condition In their desiks,

Prof., Jarvis wias entertalned at
luncheon at the beautiful home, Old-
elms, of Mr. Smith on Washington
sireat, and afterwards visited Rroad-
way mchool, 8Si. Patrick’'s parochinl
sohool and the M Pleasant strest
school, at all of which he received a
cordial reception from the school au-
